The City Council met in regular 
session on Monday evening and heard 
Mr. J. T. Gillig, of the J. T Gillig 
Engineering Con.panv, of Cincinnati, 
speak on the water-works proposition 
for Cloverport. 

Besides Mayor Barry and his coun- 
cilinen there was a good representa- 
tion of the leading business men of 
the city who were there to hear. Mr 
Gillig. and several of them expressed 
their views for making plans and tak- 
ing definite action on the proposition. 

Mr. Gillig arrived in the city early 
Monday morning, and he with Mayor 
Barry and Councilmen Hamman and 
Gregory made a general survey of the 
town and noted the best locations for 
building the tower, reservoir and I 
pumping station which Mr. Gillig j 
recommended in his report 



Stephensport, Mar. 1. (Special) — 
The home of Mrs. L. C Brinsley, on 
Main St., was destroyed by tire Sat- 
urday morning at 1 o'clock. Her son. J 
Ira Brinsley, awakened and found the 
room full of smoke. He then woke 
his mother, and on going down to the !

<mo and $40,0 ;0 According to the last 
act of the Legislature, Cloverport can ' 
not be bonded for more than §17,000, 
and getting the balance of the money 
is the question for deliberation. I 

Mr Gillig. in his report before the 
Cify Council, stated that the $17,000 
would build the tower, reservoir, 
pumping station and an « inch pipe 
main the entire length of Main street 
from Solbrig's corner in the East 
End to Ed. Whitehead's in the West 
End. Mr. Gillig recommended buy- 



ing the equipment from the Govern- 
ment Salvage Department possible 
saying that the citv would save about 
fifty per cent He also recommend- 
ed building a reservoir with a capacity 
of .10,000 gallons for the present, with 
a large enough pumping station so 
that in case of tire, should the reser- 
voir be drained the water could he 
pumped directly into the water main. 
The .10,000 gallons, he said would, in 
case of fire, supply eight fire hose 
with a heavy stream of water for 
two consecutive hours. 

Mr Gillig did not advise installing 
a filter at first as the people here 
have cistern water for drinking. 
* ♦ » 

People Want Water-Works. 

When Mr. Gillig had finished his 
report Mayor Barry gave the citizens 
who were there an opportunity to 
voice their sentiment in the way of 
water-works. 

Mr R. B. Fierce was the first to 
speak and he was straight out for 
building a water-system to cover the 
entire city. As to raising the money, 
he said it would be raised because the 
people of the town wanted water- 
works 

Jno. D. Babbage, editor of The 
Brtckcfl rid ft News, urged the Mayor 
to take some definite action on "the 
matter without delay. He agreed with 
Mr Gillig in saying that the money 
iost in fires in Cloverport would have 
built a fine water-system. Mr. Bab- 
bage added that whenever the peo- 
ple of Cloverport wanted a thing they 
found the way and the money to 
get it. and he firmly b elieved that 
there was no doubt but what the peo- 
ple would vote the bond issue. 

D. B. Phelps, of the Phelp's Button 
Factory, told of a town in Missouri 
that had a situation similar to Clover- 
port, and of the plan used there in

not he bonded heavily enough to build 
the plant, so the citizens paid for 
laying their individual pipe lines and 
they were eventually paid back the 
money by credit on their water hills

Miss Ray Lewis Heyser, assistant 
cashier of the Breckinridge- Bank of 
Cloverport. who had a big share in 
helping to raise the money for the 
federal highway said that when the 
people MM their subscriptions for the 
road, there were any number who 
stated that if the money was being 
paid for water-works they would 
double their subscriptions. Miss Hey- 
ser offered her services to help secure 
the funds when the time came to 
build the plant 

Messrs J W Fate, Marion Weath- 
erholt and J C N'olte made speeches 
that were short and to the point in 
favor of building water-works

Mayor to Call An Election. 

After hearing these talks, Mayor 
Barry could not help but know that 
the general sentiment of the people 
was to have water-works and it mm 
up to him to take some definite action 
in the matter. So the councilmen a- 
greed to adjourn subject to a call 
meeting of the Mayor In the mean- 
time Mr. Gillig is to make an estima- 
tion of the coat for building a plant 
MTf and submit it to Mayor Barry.

Alter two weeks detention at home 
serving as the only availahle nurse at 
the bedside of live memhers oi IBJF 
family, who were confined with the 
"tin", I have returned to my duties 
at Frankfort. 

As a consequence of the enforced 
absence I find that I have fallen con- 
siderable behind with the work and 
I regret the circumstance very much. 

The two proposed amendments to 
the constitutions, one providing for 
the appointment instead of election of 
State School Superintendent and the 
other relative to the distribution of 
the school fund have passed both 
Houses, so vou will have an appor- 
tunity, to vote for or against them in 
general election. Had I been here I 
should have voted against the former. 

• • • 

State Road Bill. 

The Road bill with its many pro- 
jects and various amendments will be 
again reported in the House and pass- 
ed. Of course this measure will be of 
no benefit unless sufficient revenue is 
provided 

Among others the bill embodies the 
extension of two projects of special 
interest to you. One from Hartford 
via Fordsville, entering Breckinridge 
county near Askins and terminating 
at Hardinsburg. The other from I 
Leitchlield, entering near McDaniels' 
and also extending to and ending at 
Hardinsburg 

Since she already has the Federal 
Highway, it was not the original in- ! 
tention of the bill to include Breck- 
inridge county in any of its projects 
and it was only her favorable posi- j 
tion in relation to Ohio and Grayson 
counties that enabled her to secure 
these extensions. 

It must be understood that other' 
sections of the county have not been 
discriminated against. 

It is just that the section bene lit 
ed were in a position consistent with! 
the projects in Ohio and Grayson. 

Following is a brief outline of the \ 
progress of a bill which may be of 
some interest. 

* * • 

The Progress Of a Bill. 

After a bill is introduced into the 1 
House of Representatives, it is as- 1 
signed by the Speaker of the House j 
to one- of the Committees. In the 
Committee the bill is discussed as to 
its value to the people whether it 
catries with it an appropriation that' 
will increase the taxes of the people. I 
what effect it will have upon the laws 
already upon the Statutes etc , and 
if a majority of the Committee do not 
favor the bill, they render an -un- ' 
favorable report to fhe House which '■ 
is usually accepted by the House, and 
the bill is said to have been "killed in 
Committee " 

It the majority of the Committee 
favor the passage of the bill it is giv- 
en a favorable report to the House, 
which entitles it to its first reading 
On tin ce different days the bill must 
read in the House, and upon the 
third day, the House may vote upon 
the bill, or may recommit it If they 
vote upon it and a majority are not in 
favor of its passage, the bill is "killed"

On Stewardship 



JOW FELLS JERUSALEM 
OLIVE. OMEN TO TURKS

Sunday was observed in many of the 
Protestant churches of Greater Bos- 
ton with special sermons and meet- 
ings. This stewardship campaign, 
which is part of the great Interchurch 
World Movement of North America, 
has as its goal the enrollment of 10.- 
0 0 Christian stewards throughout the 
country, who will consecrate a cer- 
tain percentage of their income to 
the church. 

The idea of this Christian steward- 
ship is the acknowledgement that the 
real owner of all things is God and

Trorough Experiment in Thia#l«thod 
of Transportation ia Urged. 

Washington, Feb. :.' 7. -"-Urging la 
thoroughgoing experiment m the de- 
velopment of the inland waterways of 
the country. G. A Tomlinadni Dir- 
ectot of the Division of Inland Water- 
ways of the Railroad Administration 
in his annual report today to Director 
General Hines. declared that fa Com- 
plete economic justification fornlihese 
methods of transportation" would be 
shown.

Mr Tomlinson summarizadAt4*i op- 
erations under the Railroad Adminis- 
tration during 1919 oil thei New! York 
barge canal, the Delaware anrb Rari- 
tan canal the lower Mississippi be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans, on 
the Warrior River in Alabama and 
the Chesapeake and Ohio canal. 

The result of operations on the 
New York barge canal, the report said 
substanates the assumption, that as 
soon as modet/i power barges, now 
under construction, are placed in ser- 
vice this waterway will become pro- 
fitable. Though it required ten days 
to move grain from Buffalo to New 
York it was pointed out that the 
stea.m bargfcs now bujldjing would 
move a fleet of barges from Buffalo 
to New York in seven days or less. 

On the lower Mississippi the report 
put the cost of handling freight at 
from 96 cents to $1 a ton. the defec- 
tive character of existing facilities and 
equipment necessitating expenditures 
of more than $6.1.000. The total local 
movement, both north bound and 
south bound, amounted to 96, :»•.*.*> tons 
on which the average earnings 
amounted to $3.. '.4 a ton. 

Service was begun on the Warrior 
River in December. 191M to provide 
water transportation from the coal 
fields of Alabama to Mobile and New 
Orleans; the total tonnage hauled to 
October :t1. 1919. amounted to IM,- 
648 tons. The freight movement was 
almost entirely southbound, the re- 
port said, and in order to neutralize 
the cost of the empty haul back to 
the mines twenty steel cargo retainers 
of ten tons capacity each were con- 
structed and terminal derricks are 
now being built at Cordova, Ala., and 
New Orleans. With a frequent serv- 
ice tonnage is expected to develop to 
tax the capacity of the fleet the re- 
port said.
